Birmingham in April! The cold has fled; 
the heat has not arrived. At this enchant- 
ing season you will be coming up, or down, 
or over, to Birmingham, and we look for- 
ward with the greatest pleasure to your 
visit and want you to have a happy time. 
Here are some of the things we hope you 
will do and see while you are here. 

The planned tour on Friday afternoon will 
take in some important points of interest— 
the Southern Research Institute, the Medical 
Center with its new Lawrence Reynolds 
Library, the fine new Howard College 
campus, and two of the beautiful new 
branches of the Public Library system. Do 
take the tour for these places are all well 
worth seeing, and how else can you see 
them so easily and pleasantly? But with 
your free time (we wish there could be 
more of it), and assuming that you have 
come in a car, you may wish to renew your 
youth at the Zoo in Lane Park; get the night 
views of the city from the terrace of The 
Club or another fine vantage point on the 
heights; visit Arlington, which lies west 
and is a restored historic shrine, a handsome 
anti-bellum home, headquarters of Northern 
soldiers during the Civil War, now re- 
furnished by loving hands with antiques 
which belong to its period. 

The Art Museum in our handsome City 
Hall is a must, and you will need an hour 
there to see the great Kress Collection and 
the Jury Show, which will be in progress 
during your visit. Vulcan, the symbol of 
Birmingham, stands majestically above the 
city and is a famous attraction for visitors. 
Some say that the weapons-maker of the 
gods is holding a lollipop aloft, but we 
know that it is his torch, green when all 
goes well, red when there has been a traffic 
fatality — a warning that makes motorists 
shudder, then drive more carefully. There 
is a well-stocked souvenir shop at the base 
of the statue; there are lovely views of the 
city in the valley; there is an interesting 
geological collection on the ground floor 
of the tower. 

Do see Vulcan, and you might combine 


this visit with one to the radio and T ’ 
studios, several of which are nearby. Pe - 
haps you can slip away to WBRC for t 2 
30-minute Lucky Lady program at 1: 
every week-day, and try for a handful 
silver dollars, an orchid, or a useful gi *, 
Telephone for reservations; the space 
limited. 

Most of you have been in Birmingha 
before and are familiar with the shop;. 
The larger ones are clustered together 
a small downtown area — 19th to 20:] 
streets, First to Third Ave. — making ; 
visit easy. At Five Points West there is z 
modern shopping center, well 
worth a run out there, and in Mountain 
Brook and Crestline you will find the smart 
specialty shops. A drive out that way will 
be rewarding, in any case, for the suburbs 
are very lovely in Spring. There are many 
handsome homes and_ gardens, terraced 
lawns, winding parkways, which will lead 
you on and on so that you will be very 
likely to forget the purpose of your visit 
to Birmingham ! 

There are half a dozen good movie 
theatres in the downtown section, and in 
the suburb of Homewood, “over the Moun- 
tain,” is the Homewood Art Theatre, where 
films of special interest are often shown. 
“Around the World in Eighty Days” ran 
there for many weeks. 

We hope you will find time to browse in 
our bookstores: Smith and Hardwick, and 
the Birmingham Book and Magazine Com- 
pany, downtown, The Bookshelf at Five 
Points South, the Bookkeepers in the Village 
of Mountain Brook. 

Restaurants? What kind are you looking 
for? In the downtown area are all kinds, 
so take your pick: two good cafeterias are 
the Britling and Morrison’s; Mary Beard’s 
is a homey basement place, with excellent 
home cooking, but the portions are not too 
large; Dale’s Cellar has atmosphere and 
good steaks; John’s, too, is famous for its 
meat; Joy Young’s is a popular Chinese 
restaurant which also serves Western food;

CONSTITUTION 
CHANGE 


Constitution Change 


Proposed addition to the Constitution 
of the Alabama Library Association: 


ARTICLE VI — OFFICERS 


If the office of the 
president become vacant by reason 
of death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the vice-president shall fill the un- 
expired term. This succession to the 
unexpired term will in no way affect 
the vice-president remaining the 
president elect for the succeeding 
year. If the office of the vice presi- 
dent, secretary, or treasurer become 
vacant, by reason of death, resigna- 
tion, or otherwise, the members of the 
Executive Council, in regular or call- 
ed session, by a majority vote, may 
elect a successor or successors, who 
shall hold office for the unexpired 
term.

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NEW BUILDINGS ON THE 
ALABAMA LIBRARY LANDSCAPE 


Distinguished physicians, educators and 
librarians from throughout Alabama and 
other parts of the nation attended dedica- 
tion ceremonies and reception as_ the 
Lawrence Reynolds Library became a part 
of the University of Alabama Medical Cen- 
ter on February 2. 

Dr. Reynolds, a native of Alabama and 
one of the country’s top radiologists, pre- 
sented the half-million-dollar collection of 
rare books and other historical medical items 
to the University. Beautiful furnishings 
complement the collection housed in a new 
building, the first unit of a proposed million- 
dollar library to serve the entire Medical 
Center. 

Miss Mildred Jordan of the Emory A. W. 
Calhoun Medical Library represented the 
Medical Library Association at the dedica- 
tion. Mr. Gilbert Clausman, Bellevue

Dr. Merrill C. Sosman, Harvard Emerit 
Professor of Radiology, delivered the 
principal address. Dr. Frank A. Rose, J:., 
President of the University of Alabama, a 
cepted the collection on behalf of the Uni- 
versity and other officials took part in the 
program. 

The Reynolds collection is considered one 
of the nation’s finest; it has been assembled 
over the past four decades from all over the 
world. Included in it are original Pasteur 
letters, the first medical book published in 
America, a medical volume from George 
Washington’s library, and a 17th century 
set of carved ivory figures with removable 
organs.

around $22,290, not including the heating 
ani cooling unit. It is of concrete blocks 
finished on the outside with bricks. The 
entrance wall is almost entirely of glass 
and brick. The floor plan allows for a 
lounge area divided from the rest of the 
room with low shelves. A children’s read- 
ing area equipped with tables and chairs 


scaled to size, and an adult reading area 


are included in the facilities. Also provided 


are an office, rest rooms, utilities room. 


“OUR DREAM COME TRUE” 
Robertsdale Holds Open House 


“A real community project.” “An Open 
House worth remembering.” “The most 
beautiful library in Baldwin County.” 

These were some of the delighted com- 
ments of visitors who helped to dedicate 
the new Robertsdale Public Library on 
Thursday, February 27, 1958, when Mrs. 
Helen Taylor, librarian, and the library 
board held Open House and a silver tea. 


The new building measures 30x50 feet 
and is of cement block construction, painted 
white. The flat roof sloping toward the 
back and the wide glass entrance fore- 
shadow the well-designed, modern interior. 
The corner lot has been landscaped most 
attractively by the vocational agriculture 
class of the Robertsdale High School. 
Plants and shrubs were donated by the 
Azalea Glen Nursery. 


The library has a book capacity of 7,000 
books. The soft green walls are pleasing 
to the eye and the gray-biege furniture of 


Carver Library For Negroes — Anniston 
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modern design invites readers to come and 
browse. Shelves are of 5-foot height 
around the walls and regular 7-foot shelving 
fills the stack space. A convenient work- 
room is Mrs. Taylor’s special joy. Ample 
bulletin board space provides plenty of 
room for displays. 

On the day of the opening the library 
was attractively decorated with special 
flower arrangements done by members of 
the Robertsdale Garden Club which had 
formerly sponsored the library. Several dis- 
plays showed Mrs. Taylor’s imaginative 
hand, designing a display around a_ book 
such as “African Safari” in which she used 
plants and figures of her own creation. 

This is the second building occupied by 
the library. The first small building 
erected by the Robertsdale Library Associa- 
tion in 1929 had been outgrown and was 
badly in need of repair. The town council, 
taking one look, decided to build a new 
library at a total cost, including furnishings, 
of $10,000. The Gulf Telephone Company 
of Foley consented to exchange the corner 
lot for the old library building and lot about 
300 yards north. This gives the new library 
an excellent location one block west of 
Highway 89 and diagonally across from the 
town movie. Moving was accomplished by 
having the Key Club boys form a “bucket 
brigade.” Community interest in the new 
building has been high and various service 
clubs have raised funds, one by means of a 
pancake supper. 

Immediate plans call for increasing the 
number of hours the library is open.

New developments in the field of elec- 
nics and the advent of microgroove 
ords, with extended playing time and 

ii proved sound quality, have brought new 
lues and enjoyment to listening. 


Thomas A. Edison is usually credited with 

invention of the first machine that later 
»-came widely known as the phonograph. 
Avout the only difference between the old 
»1onograph and the new machines today 
are the electronic devices which give them 
more varied uses. 

What do we mean by record and tran- 
scription players? Generally speaking, the 
term record player refers to a machine which 
will operate at any of the now-standard 
(16-2/3, 33-1/3, 45, and 78 r.p.m.) speeds, 
but which will handle discs only up to 12” 
in diameter; whereas, the word transcrip- 
tion player is usually reserved for ihose 
machines which play discs 16” in diameter. 
Because of the variations in speed and size, 
the playback machine must be suited to the 
requirements of the records. Therefore, a 
record and transcription player equipped for 
four speeds and to handle records up to 16” 
would be most useful for a library. 

This article aims to provide you with some 
background information on the selection of 
records and transcription players and in- 
cludes a convenient directory of available 
manufacturers. No attempt is being made 
to provide a complete directory nor to 
evaluate the quality of any particular brand. 


When purchasing record and transcription 
players be sure to check against the follow- 


ing criteria. Funds available for purchasing 
this equipment will also have to be taken 
into consideration, 


Manufacturer and Model 


1. They should be able to play discs 
ranging from 7 to 16 inches in 
diameter. (A plastic adapter to re- 
center records having large holes 
to small hole spindles should be 
included.) 

They should be equipped with four 
speeds — 16-2/3, 33-1/3, 45, and 
78 r.p.m. (revolutions per minute). 
The pickup arm should have light 
pressure of 4 to 10 grams with 1 
mil stylus (needle) for microgroove 
and 3 mil stylus for standard 
cartridge. 

The amplifier and loudspeaker 
should reproduce a wide range of 
tones with true fidelity. 

Switches, controls, and connections 
should be simple, in clear view, 
and properly labeled. 

The machine should play records 
and transcriptions either from out- 
side-in or inside-out. 

In conclusion, remember that preferences 
and needs for record and_ transcription 
players vary and depend on local condi- 
tions. In most cases, you as librarians have 
the responsibility of studying and antici- 
pating your own needs. Where this is 
true, if you will follow the criteria sug- 
gested and contact your local audio-visual 
or high fidelity dealer you will be better 
qualified to select the right record player 
to do the specific job to be done.

FEDERATION OF LIBRARY ASSOCIATIONS 
CONFERENCE 


The inaugural conference of the Asian 
deration of Library Associations was held 
Tokyo, Nov. 6-15, 1957, when 53 dele- 
es from 17 countries met to form an asso- 
tion to further the cause of libraries and 
i rarians in Asia and its adjacent areas. 
Mrs. Willa Boysworth, past president of 
‘ ibama Library Association, attended as 
U.S. observer. She sent the following 
.port to Alabama librarians: I was flown 
Tokyo by the U.S. Educational Founda- 
tion to observe the Seminar on International 
E.change of Periodicals in the Indo-Pacific 
area and to work with organization of the 
Asia Federation of Library Associations. 
The former was held at International House 
cf Japan and the latter at Shiba Park Hotel. 
Circulating from one to the other kept me 
busy as I felt that I had to get the good from 
both. My work with AFLA consisted in 
interpreting the English to the members 
who were attempting to speak English. 
Each had a different version, and they 
seemed able to understand my Alabama 
voice with the southern accent very well. 
Countries represented were: Ceylon, Re- 
public of China, India, Indonesia, Japan, 
Korea, Malaya, Pakistan, The Philippines, 
Thailand, Viet Nam, and the United King- 
(Hong Kong). Observers attended 
from Australia, Iran, Mexico, and I was 
pinch hitter for the USA and also for 
Pakistan. This body of illustrious and en- 
thusiastic librarians organized and wrote a 
constitution. This was done amidst many 
entertainments such as a trip to the Im- 
perial Household to hear the old ceremonial 
music and to see the court dancers, many 
sight seeing trips through Tokyo and out- 
lying towns and villages, a colorful recep- 
tion by the Governor of Tokyo Metropolis, 
the Kabuki theatre, reception by the Japan 
Library Association at Shiba Park Hotel, 
a meeting at Hibiya Library with reception, 
entertainment by UNESCO at International 
House. Then the eager participants left 
from Tokyo station for a tour of Japan to 
carry the message of AFLA to all the lead- 


dom 


ing universities. We went by the Express 
“Tsubame” to Kyoto, then by motor coach 
to Tenri University where we were housed, 
wined and dined in true Japanese fashion. 
After visiting Nara Park and Horyuji 
Temple we went on to Osaka for visits to 
Osaka Castle and Prefectural Library, a 
dinner party given by the Governor of 
Osaka Prefecture, and finally the Bunraku 
Puppet show. Returning to Kyoto we 
visited the Matsushita Electric Co.’s Mi- 
kuni Factory, Katsura Palace, Maruyama 
Park, Heian Shrine, Sumitomo Villa and 
Kyoto University. From here we traveled 
to Gakuyu-Kaikan for dinner, drinks and 
entertainment. From here we went back 
to Tokyo for a final breakfast meeting at 
Shiba Park Hotel. 

Never will I forget the beauty of Old 
Fuji as he smiled on us all the way down 
the coast, the glorious mountains, the beau- 
tiful fields, the lush green of Japan, the 
industry of Japanese farmers in their rice 
paddies, the two foot carrots and radishes, 
the huge tomatoes, apples, pears and the 
loveliness of the sea with the fishing boats. 
But more than this, I will always remember 
the wonderful hospitality and friendliness 
of the Japanese people. We may not have 
accomplished anything that will live long, 
but we will always be the very best of 
friends to the members of the organization 
panel from all of these Asiatic countries. 
If good wishes and enthusiasm count for 
anything AFLA will succeed; it has many 
gcod projects in mind and if it fails it will 
be because enough money cannot be ob- 
tained to keep it going. These libraries 
and librarians have so little that it makes 
one ashamed that we growl about condi- 
tions in the States. I will never buy another 
book or another piece of library equipment 
without wishing that I had the money to 
do the same for all the libraries in the 
Indo-Pacific area.

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MISS MILDRED REYNOLDS JOHNSTON — 
A TRIBUTE 


\liss Mildred Johnston, Jacksonville State 
C \lege Librarian, died of a heart attack 
LC cember 15, 1957. Before entering the 

library profession 
she was a teacher in 
the Birmingham 
school system. After 
graduation from 
Peabody Library 
School she was in 
school library work 
and taught library 
science. She was 
president of the Ala- 
bama Library Asso- 
ciation 1948-49, was 
Nominating Committee Chairman at the 
time of her death, and had served the 
Association in many ways. 

Among tributes to Miss Johnston is the 
action of the Jacksonville Book Club in 
naming the Jacksonville Branch of the Cal- 
houn County Library the “Mildred John- 
sten Memorial Library.” 

The Anniston Star editorial page of De- 
cember 17 printed under the caption “En- 
tire State Loses” an editorial by Col. H. M. 
Ayers. Col. Ayers saying “Miss Johnston 
was certainly entitled to any honor that we 
may confer on her memory” has graciously 
permitted reprint here of his editorial: 

“Not only the Jacksonville State College, 
the Calhoun Memorial Library and Calhoun 
County as a whole, but the entire state of 
Alabama will be the loser as a result of 
the sudden and untimely death of Miss 
Mildred Johnston at Jacksonville this week. 


We say this advisedly. For Miss John- 
ston was an outstanding teacher before she 
became a librarian. And in addition to her 
work as head librarian at Jacksonville State 
and as a director of the county library, her 
counsel was sought by the state and na- 
tional associations. 

Miss Johnston was a person of exceptional 
charm as well as possessing a finely dis- 
ciplined mind; and while she had attained 
distinction in her specialty, she was also a 
factor in church and social circles. 

The average layman does not know that 
the work of a librarian is a science that re- 
quires many hours of arduous college study 
before she or he can obtain a degree. Miss 
Johnston was graduated as a Master of 
Arts. 

A good librarian is a practitioner of adult 
education and there is no constructive phase 
of a community that is not conditioned by 
the work of a library. And its usefulness 
is broadening year after year. 

It is because a librarian is required to be 
efficient beyond the average person in the 
field of education that trained executives 
in that science are so rare. And hence it 
is that we shall especially miss Mildred 
Johnston. 

She was the longtime friend and co- 
worker of Mildred Goodrich of this city. 
And on account of the latter’s retirement, 
plus the tragic death two years ago of Mrs. 
Inez Lacy, a Carnegie Library specialist, 
the passing of Miss Johnston is greatly to 
be deplored in the cultural facets of the 
community.” 


MRS. MARIE BANKHEAD OWEN 


Mrs. Marie Bankhead Owen, director of 
the State Department of Archives and His- 
tory for 35 years died March 1, 1958 at 
89. She succeeded her husband, the late 
Dr. Thomas M. Owen, founder of the de- 
partment, as director. Mrs. Owen was 
president of the Alabama Library Associa- 
tion during the biennium 1926-1927. Dr. 


Owen had been one of the committee or- 
ganizing the Association in 1904 and he 
served continuously as president from its 
organization till his death. 

Mrs. Owen, a member of a widely-known 
Alabama political family, was a feature 
writer and woman’s page editor for the 
Montgomery Advertiser 1910-1917. She 
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compiled and edited the Montgomery 
“Blue Book”, wrote plays, magazine articles, 
and a child’s history of Alabama which was 
adopted as a state textbook. 

Appearing before a legislative committee 
to obtain the present Archives and History 
Building for her department Mrs. Owen put 
up such a fight when another department 
head attempted to persuade the legislature 
to give it to his department that she won 
the name of “Tiger Woman” from the press. 
Tallulah Bankhead in her autobiography 
Tallulah wrote that “Aunt Marie is the most 
durable as well as the most delightful of 
the Bankheads . . . The marble Memorial 
Building in Montgomery is a tribute to her 
determination.” 

At the time of her retirement the Mont- 
gomery Advertiser took note of the occasion 
saying in part “Her function has been the 
preservation of Alabama’s past. She has 
been the custodian, in her archives building 
and histories, of our traditions . . . Consider- 
ing Mrs. Owen’s contributions to Alabama 
and the delight she has supplied her bud- 
dies, we submit that she is the kind of hu- 
man being and public figure in whose honor 
we should erect nothing less than an 
equestrian statue.”
